Because of the continued advance in the price of print 


paper and every other material that goes to the making 
of a newspaper, the subscription price cf the New Smyrna 
News will be $2.00 per year after June 1, 1918. 


The print paper market is in a more unsettled con- 


dition at the present time than it has ever been and whole- 
salers and jobbers have withdrawn all quotations with 
the prediction that print paper will be almost unobtain- 
able by the end of this year. 
Added to this and the 


soaring prices of all other materials, the increase in postal 
rates, which becomes effective July 1, will make the burden 
particularly heavy for the country newspapers, many of 
which are now being published at a loss because of the 
increased expenses. 


Up to the first of June all subscriptions will be accepted 


at the present rate of $1.50 per year, and subscribers may 
pay as many years in advance as they desire at this rate. 
All subscriptions due will be charged at $1.50 per year. 
After June 1 no subscriptions will be taken at less than 
$2.00 per year.
